The sap or juice, which 
exist* in this fruit in the proportion of 
7s per cent in the orange, i» under I 
sidei able tension . and this exert* some 
resistance to freezing, and finally the 
sap is not S lp ossd to etaj- ration be- 
cause of its tight covering by which it is 
protected. 

Thus an orange must las exposed to • 
lower teui|* rat tire than the ordinary 
fr— zing isant of water before it will 
freeze. The same applies t<> other fruits, 
as apples aud vegetables and potatoea, to 
some extent.— Pomona (Cal.l Progress.
